The beautiful city ot j 
Elizabeth, having a population of about 
20,000, is burdened with a debt of fa,932,- 
528. or at least that was the amount the 
city owed on the 2S;h of last October. 
There is $2,650,000 of arrears of taxes and 
unpaid assessments, and now that there 
is

tremendous 
effort 
made 
by the city to get rid of the debt-curse, it 
finds that not lea per cent of the unpaid 
taxes and assessments can be collected. 
The police force of the city, school teach­ 
ers, city officers, and other creditors, have 
not been paid for four months. To meet these 
obligations, the authorities ordered f 150 - 
OOO of bonds to be issued, but not one of 
them could be sold. and hence the debt i- 
rapidly increasing. 
The annual interest 
on the debt of Elizabeth is f 420,000. 
The 
annual expenses of the city government 
alone, are f 170,000, the State and county 
taxes f IO J,OJO, which with the 
iutertst 
make an aggregate of

to

The 
taxes 
are 
over 
bearing, 
and 
are yearly growing worse. 
There is no 
hope for Elizibeth. 
Bankruptcy and re­ 
pudiation stare the people in the face. They 
cannot escape the consequences. 
Their 
credit is gone, property is rapidly declining 
in price, and the debt is mere than they 
can bear. This state of things was brought 
on by the ambition to run a fancy city 
government. There are 79 railes of graded 
streets and 92 miles of Hagged sidewalks 
which will soon be covered with grafs, 
and numbered among the tilings of the 
past. 
(due of the greatest evils in this country 
is municipal indebtedness. 
The cities of 
the East are cursed 
with 
big debts, 
brought 
on 
by 
extravagance. Iu 
the West, the cities have been more 
judicious, and up to the present time their 
indebtedness is comparatively small. The 
entire bonded and other indebtedness of 
all the towns, cities, and villages In Wis­ 
consin, was only $7,819,000 iu 1877, or very 
little more than the debt of Elizabeth, in 
New Jersey. # People talk about extrava­ 
gance of the State and Ihe National Gov­ 
ernments, and take but little time to think 
that the evil does not come from that direc­ 
tion. Common Councils have the power 
to crush cutes by burdening them with 
debt, and they have done it. What has 
Cincinnati to show for its

Brooklyn 
for 
upwards 
of 35 
millions; 
Cleveland 
for more than 7 millions; Jersey City for 
upwards of 14 millions; Pittsburg for more 
than 14 millions; and so on?

PATRONS OF HUSBANDS!. 
The annual session of the Wisconsin 
State Grange was held in Milwaukee last 
week, closing its labors on Friday evening. 
It was presided over by Master H. D. 
{Sherman, of Fond du Lac. 
Sixty-five 
regular delegates were in attendance, and 
those who voluntarily attended the ses­ 
sions, swelled the number to about 150. A 
correspondent who reported the proceed­ 
ings, and who seemed to think that it was 
a rare thing for farmers to dress as well as 
other people, and were not as intelligent as 
the common run of mortals, says: “They 
are quiet, well-dressed and intelligent-ap- 
pearing gentlemen.” 
It 
cannot 
be 
said 
that 
Patrons 
of Husbandry are on the increase either 
In Wisconsin or in other parts of the 
United .States. The days when the order 
swept the agricultural districts as by storm, 
are passed away. The Patrons have got 
d)wn to business, and are now nearly ap­ 
proaching the character and spirit of the 
Farmers Clubs which liaye been in ex­ 
istence for many years, and have done 
much valuable service, in the Eastern and 
Middle States. There are 517 subordinate 
granges in Wisconsin, having an aggre­ 
gate membership of about 6,000. A num­ 
ber of the granges are Dot in active opera­ 
tion, while others are eDjoymg seasons of 
prosperity. Following the wise example 
of other secret 'soc letles, the Patrons have 
an insurance department, or in other 
words a “Benevolent Aid Society’’con­ 
nected with the order. It was organized 
in 1875 with 22 members, and the last re­ 
port shows that it has now a membership 
of 1,214. The benefit is limited to $2,000 
for either sex. There have been 26 assess­ 
ments averaging $7 a year on $1,000, 
which is very nearly the same as the cost 
in other societies. There is also a Town or 
Farmers’ Insurance department belonging 
to the order which has been quite success­ 
ful—the farmers getting their property in­ 
sured at much less rates than in the Stock 
Companies. As a general rule, these small 
insurance organizations, 
with 
limited 
means, are not Cie safest nor the best, but 
In Wisconsin, and in other States, they 
have done good service, and barring me 
rcpitition 
of the fire ravages of 1871, 
they may be considered as good as any 
among the better class of farm property 
holders. The Patrons have taken another 
very important step, lo advance their use- 
fulness, and that is the formation of libra­ 
ries in the various granges, and to keep 
files of the better class of newspapers. This

W ashington, Jan. 27.—Secretary Sher­ 
man remarked to your correspondent to­ 
day that be had been erroneously credited 
with haying estimated the cost of the new 
pension bill at $150,000,CC J. From the 
test information he could get it would cost 
anywhere from $36,OC J,OOO to $100,000,- 
000. Ile spoke of the difficulties of get­ 
ting the precise figures at once. 
Ile said 
Congress would now have to provide

a specific appropriation.” He thought the 
burden could be met without an increase 
of taxation on the bonded debt lf the wise 
policy was adopted of paying in install­ 
ments—that is, ascertain how

This 
would relieve the Treasury of the great 
burden, scattering It through a number of 
years, and be as well for the pensioner,

In this way the debt could be met 
without an increase in taxatlou. lf some 
other plan was ’adopted aud taxation in­ 
creased, he thought that a revival of the in 
come tax would be best.

W a sh in g to n , Jan. 27.—There was an 
interesting debate in the Senate to-ury on 
war claim, but the speeches were much 
more moderate than those delivered in the 
House last week. It was an ancient claim 
of Warren Mitchell tor $128,000 for cotton 
captured during the war. This claim has 
occupied a great deal of time in Congress 
and in the courts. 
It first appeared in 
the Court of 
claims 
some years 
ago, and that court dismissed it. It was 
then appealed to the Supreme Court, which 
also decided against it. It was then pre­ 
sented to the Forty-fourth Congress, and 
was referred to the Senate Claims Com­ 
mittee, which recommended, atter a care­ 
ful examination, that it ought not to be 
paid. Undismayed by this threefold rejec­ 
tion by the Court of Claims, the Supreme 
Court, 
and 
tho 
Senate, 
the 
in­ 
defatigable 
Warren Mitchell presented 
himself and his 
claim 
once 
more 
to the second session of the Forty-fourth 
Congress, and this time on an occasion 
when but but five out of the nine members 
of the committee were present. 
Those 
five agreedjthat theb iiljshould be favorably 
reported; but the Senate ordered it recom­ 
mitted and once more it fell. 
This hap­ 
pened on the 2d of March, 1877, and for 
most people this last failure wouli have 
sufficed. But Mitchell was not discour­ 
aged. He determined to try the present 
Congress; and once more the “memorial of 
Warren Mitchell, of Louisville, Ky.,” was 
sent by a patient Senate to a patient Com­ 
mittee on Claims, which, on March 8,1878 
once more went over the whole history of 
the case, and once more recommended that 
the Senate should reject the claim, but now 
Senator Harris brought lo a bill, with a

The Case of OaDital Punishment Not a 
Protection.—A Case in Point. 
lo the Editor. 
The following article ou the death pen­ 
alty, from a Boston paper, The Christian 
Leader, seems to me entitled to a careful 
consideration. A petition has been circu­ 
lated hereabout for signatures, praying our 
Legislature to repeal the law of life im­ 
prisonment for the crime of murder, sub­ 
stituting therefor the penalty of death. I 
cannot believe that there is any probabili­ 
ty that such Legislation can be .effected ; 
but it is well to lay before the public all 
the important facts bearing on the grave 
question cf penalties tor the punishment 
aud restraint of the criminal classes, as al­ 
so for the protection of society : 
“The opponents of capital punishment 
are unjustly accused of acting from a mor­ 
bid sympathy tor criminals. There are 
weak men and women in every party. We 
do not deny that among those who labor to 
remove the gallows, may be found the 
usual percentage who act from Impulse 
rather thau from judgment. But the real 
argument which is put forth against the 
penalty of death, is that it fails of its ob­ 
ject. It is the kind of protection that does 
not protect. Life Is ealer without' the 
law than with it. And this statement, 
which all must see is conclusive, provided 
the tacts sustain it, is proved by this con­ 
sideration: 
When the penalty is death, ju ­ 
ries will not convict. 
The same person who 
on the platform will qaote the misapplied 
passage, “ Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
mao shall his blood be shed,” goes into the 
jury box, and, under the sense of an awful 
responsibility, will not convict, let the tes­ 
timony be what it may. 
We do not say 
that this is the universal rule; we do know 
that it is a yery general one. 
Why,almost 
every new daily gives the record of a mur­ 
der. But how seldom does it record an 
execution! 
Three years ago, the New 
York Times, after a statistical examination 
of the question, reported that while in New 
fork there were in one year about a hun­ 
dred murderers, but three of the number 
were executed. But here is a case, very 
recent, and right to the point. lo Norwich, 
Connecticut, 
a man by the 
name of 
Bishop 
and 
a 
Mrs. Cobb 
be­ 
came 
enamoured 
each 
of 
the 
other. The testimony is that they schemed 
to “bury Cobb,” by which Blang was 
meant, to murder the woman’s husband. At 
last they succeeded. Now this Is the whole 
of it. Either Mrs. Cobb was guilty of a 
fiendish murder, or she is an innocent and 
foully-persecuted woman. From the tes­ 
timony, it is either innocence, or it is the 
worst phase oi cold-blooded murder. The 
ury bring a verdict of murder in the second 
'degree! It is nothing of the kind. The testi­ 
mony does not even look in that direction. 
Why this illogical conclusion ? We can 
conceive of but one answer: The jury 
found her guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree, but, being unwilling to bring her to 
the gallows, they report her guilty of a 
state-prlaon crime. What is a law, so dif­ 
ficult to execute really good tor?” 
I wish to add here, that many of the 
ablest secular journals of the country are 
taking the same yiew of this subject as 
that presented above. The New York 
Times, of a recent date, talks sensibly 
about “Murder by degrees.” 
The case of 
Mrs. Cobb is referred to, aud the verdict 
in her case is pronounced “extraordinary 
and unwarrantable.” The article in the 
Times closes with the following statement 
which all thoughtful persons must accept 
as being eminently soand: “A verdict 
that slow poisoning is murder in the sec­ 
ond degree is simply absurd.” A law that 
jurors cannot or will not respect, in the 
rendering of their verdicts, whether as re­ 
gards women or men charged with the 
crime of murder, is not fit to remain upon 
the statute books of any State.

A Visit to Gretna Green. 
Kilters Country 
Gentleman: 
Gretna 
Greco, rn Scotland, has been heard of by 
almost everyone in England, Leland aud 
Scotland, and also by many in this coun­ 
try, but tew really know much about the 
celebrated place. 
When in Scotland, I 
found by a visit there, that the village ot 
Gretna (or, as it is often called, Granty,) is 
about 8 or IO miles north of Carlisle, 
which town is just over the English bor­ 
der in Cumberland. I found that not mere­ 
ly the traditional blacksmith, but another 
personage floured prominently in the his­ 
torical way ot marrying runaway couples. 
This person was Mr. Lynton, who lived in 
Gretna 
Hall, 
a 
large 
respect­ 
able 
p folic 
house 
(hotel). 
Mr. 
Lyntoa 
was 
considered 
the 
most important personage in the consum­ 
mation of the wishes of many of the run­ 
away couples who sought Gretna Green as 
a quick remedy for the difficulties caused 
by obj ding parents or guardians. The 
blacksmith was also a landlord, and kept a 
small, old fashion. J tavern. I was Inform 
ed that the family of Mr. Thomas Little, 
who was the last officiating blacksmith, 
had kept this old tavern for generations, 
and combined the busings of marrying 
with blacksmithing. The village is a very 
small one, and Lt s a queer shaped little old 
church, but as far ss jl could learn Gretna 
Green is not a parish. 
This peculiar way of marrying was lor? 
ago prevented by a law, and now roman­ 
tic couples have to seek elsewhere lo be 
uuited in a liurry. 
The form of marrying 
was quite legal when performed by cither 
of these landlords; the fees were peculiar, 
and 
differed in 
amount very much, 
being all 
the way 
from 
a 
single 
guinea to 200 guineas, 
according to the 
wealth of the .contracting parties. 
The 
marriage ceremony consisted of a set form 
and the presentation of the .wedding ring 
to the bride by the groom. 
The books of 
marriage records are vtry large indeed,and 
S 
ive evidence of the great extent to which 
•retna Green was patronized by runaway 
couples. I found Gretna Green similar in 
one respect to all foreign places, and that 
was that no one seemed to give accurate 
information, even upon common subjects. 
I lound this to be general in places outside 
the regular traveled routes. 
In the latter, 
you got plenty of so-called information 
from the knavish, garrulous guides who 
beset you at nearly every 6tep. 
You get 
plenty of talk , and very little authentic 
information, mostly repetitions 
thenticated tradition.
